FIRE DAMAGE 
TO CAPITOL IS 
HELD AT S3 


Authorities Are More 
Interested Now In 
Cause of Blaze

4—iAP>—The 
♦ongues of red 
flame 
that 
leaped 
through the roof of the 
southwest 
wing of the Capitol last night and 
lick ed at the side of the huge white 
dome had left today only 
a 
small 
black ened spot on the side of the 
building. 
The vividness of the flare: 
the 
shriek ing 
sireas 
of 
the 
fire 
ap ­ 
paratus. first thoughts tha t century- 
old records, possibly the nearly na ­ 
tion-old structure 
itself, 
m ight 
be 
endangered, had faded this morning 
and fast were becoming p art of the 
bulging history of Capitol Hill. 
Officials were more concerned over 
♦ he cause of the 
blaze 
than 
the 
damage wrought. They said the los 
would am ount to about $3 000; that 
tl» e fire in no way would intertero 
with 
the 
convening 
of 
Congress 
Monday from 
the 
holiday 
recess 
and that such documents and papers 
¡1« were charred or water soal|:d 
were not a p art of the p erm anent 
tiles. 
Spectacular Blaze. 
The blaze, 
far 
more 
spectacular 
than tha t which destroyed p art oi 
the Executive Office of 
the 
W hite 
House Christm as Eve. originated in 
a room occupied by Carl Moberly. an 
artist who has decorated many of 
the long corridors in both the Sen- 
ite and House wings 
Moberly 
was 
rescued 
from 
the 
room In a partly suffocated 
condi­ 
tion. 
David S Lynn, the Capitol archi­ 
tect. and Joseph 
G. 
Dodgers, 
the 
House Sergeant-at-A rm s, 
reiterated 
this m orning tha t they proposed to 
investigate carefully into the cause. 
Both were at the Capitol last night 
>efore the flames were extinguished. 
The fire was discovered at ”7 P. M 
Reaching the Capitol a multitude 
af difficulties delayed the 
firemen 
Mos of the doors were lock ed Some 
companies threw ladders against the 
structure 
to 
fight inward 
while 
others smashed the thick plate glass 
in the revolving door opening from 
the rotunda to the east 
plaza—t h' 
entrance through 
which thousands 
of tourists pass annually. 
As firemen 
strove to 
reach 
the 
flames thousands of W ashingtonians 
swarmed to Capitol Hill 
Crowd Hampered Firemen. 
So quick ly did the crowd assemble, 
that hundreds were on hand before 
the last of the fire companies 
a r­ 
rived and there were narrow escapes 
in several instances as the fire truck s 
roared Into position. 
Of the thousands obtaining infor­ 
mation about the fire over the tele­ 
phone was President Hoover It was 
only a week ago that he stood on the 
west balcony 
of 
the 
W hite House 
dressed 
in 
evening 
clothes 
and 
watched the tire in the Executive 
Offices. 
After firemen 
had 
smashed 
the 
east rotunda door, they carried hose 
lines through the rotunda—the walls 
of which are decorated 
with 
many 
valuable oil paintings oi events of 
early American history, to reach the 
narrow. 
winduAg 
stairway to 
the 
fourth floor. 
It was ascertained that no damage 
from water or smok e had resulted in 
cither the hall or the rotunda. 
Soon Under Control. 
Firemen had the blaze under con­ 
trol m slightly more than 
10 minutes 
after they p ut their first hose in ac­ 
tion. but considerable time had been 
lost In reaching the fire because of 
the winding stairway. 
The fire was out within 45 minutes 
trom the first alarm. 
Moberly is 61 years of* age 
He has 
been a decorator at the Capitol for 
nearly 30 years and his paint brush 
had renovated many of the historic 
paintings on the walls of the Capitol 
"-S well as 
the 
designs 
along 
the 
c orridors. 
Last, night's fire was in the central 
building on which construction was 
started in 1818, four years after the 
British 
had 
burned 
the 
original 
Capitol building, the corner stone of 
" inch was laid by George W ashing­ 
ton. 
¿Moberly Nervous. 
Moberly, who was found uncon­ 
scious in his smok e filled room by 
firemen, appeared very* nervous and 
said he did not k now how the fire 
began and told Lynn that he seldom 
used cigarettes but smok ed a pipe or 
cigar occasionally. 
The theory

been entertained that a cigarette, 
ugar

away might, have smouldered until 
it burst into flame.

Clare Briggs, 54, newspaper car- 
tooiust. whose boyhood was spent in 
Dixon, where he was for a time a 
carrier for the Dixon Telegraph, and 
whose inspiration lor series of car­ 
toons ‘ The Days oi Real Sport", was 
in his recollections of his liie in Dix­ 
on, died in New York last night from 
pneumonia, after a m onth’s illness. 
Mr. Briggs, who had many iriends 
here, caused many a chuck ic by his 
newspaper cartoons depicting the hu­ 
m an side of American life, others 
than “The Days of Real Sport” be­ 
ing "W hen a Feller Needs a Friend,” 
“Ain’t it a Gr^md and Glorious Feel­ 
ing” and “Mr. and Mrs.” 
Bo rn In Wisco nsin. 
Briggs was bom in Reedsburg, Wis., 
but made his first acquaintance with 
newspaper work in Dixon, where he 
became 
a 
carrier 
boy. 
Later the 
family moved to Lincoln. Neb , where 
Briggs studied two years at the Uni­ 
versity of Nebrask a and first took up 
drawing. 
In 189 6 he got a Job as sk etch a r­ 
tist on the St.. Louis Democrat and 
later on the St. Louis Chronicle dur­ 
ing the Spanish-Am erican war. 
Later he went to New York , and a 
picture of him seek ing work here was 
In truth one of “W hen a 
Feller 
Needs a Friend ” 
In 19 00 he returned to Lincoln and 
m arried Ruth Owen. 
In a few week s 
he was sent to the Chicago American 
Examiner, then to the Chicago Trib­ 
une. going back to New York in 19 14 
to draw for the New York Tribune 
which later became the Herald Trib­ 
une 
He leaves three children, Mrs. Reu­ 
ben A. Lewis. Jr., Ruth Briggs, and 
John O. Briggs. Services will be held 
Monday.

The position of ceasus enum erator 
is one of great importance, requiring 
a high order of executive ability, Sup ­ 
ervisor Gannon said today in explain­ 
ing that each is responsible for ap ­ 
pointing about 150 enum erators and 
instructing them as to their duties, 
m ust supervise their work during the 
enum eration, approve the payment ot 
sums due them and 
announce 
the 
population of each. 
Census supervisors receive a basic 
paym ent of $1.800 and 
an 
addition 
one dollar 
for 
each 
1,000 
persons 
counted within their district and for 
each 100 farm s therein. 
The length 
of service of the supervisors will av­ 
erage about six months, with their 
heavy duties entering 
between the 
months of M arch and July. 
Enumerato rs’ Wo rk. 
Enum erators in the cities work for 
two week s. April 1 to 15 while in the 
rural districts are allowed one m onth 
in which <o complete their task . The 
pay averages from $5 to 
$8 per day. 
For several censuses women have 
been employed 
in the capacity of 
enum erators—the people who do the 
actual 
house-to-house 
canvassing. 
They served as enum erators as iar 
back as the census of 19 00. and pos­ 
sibly in rare instances before that 
date. 
The num ber of women enum ­ 
erators has increased rapidly during 
the last 
three 
successive 
censuses, 
and indications are tha t more will 
be employed in 19 30 than ever before. 
Women of high educational and cler­ 
ical qualifications are often willing to 
work for the tem porary period, where­ 
as men or corresponding ability are 
usually already employed.

CLOTHING AND COLDS

hire beoming subnormal, it contract­ 
ed the disease and died. 
In the prevention of colds clothing 
is important, as eighty -five per cent 
of the body heat—escapes thru the 
skin. 
Clothing in itself is neither warm 
nor cool; its warmth depends on the 
ability of the fabric to conserve the 
natural heat of the body . 
In summer 
the use of vegetable 
fibres, line, cotton and artificial silk, 
which are closely woven, are cooler, 
as they allow the perspiration which 
constantly lies like an Invisible wet 
blanket on the skin to evaporate but 
do not absorb it W ater is a better 
conductor of heat than air, and the 
perspiration in evaporating 
carries 
off the heat of the body 
with round play ing cards. 
In winter leather, fur, and wool or 
silk 
which are knitted instead of 
woven, such as jersey and tricolette, 
help to 
retain the body heat. The 
air spaces in knitted goods encase 
the body , as it were, in a lay er of dry 
air, which, being a poor conductor 
of heat, helps to maintain the tem- 
perture 
of the 
blood, as asbestos 
around steam pipes helps a heating 
sy stem. Knitted gods, whatever the 
material, having porosity , absorb the 
perspiration (of which there is from 
one to two pints daily ) allowing it to 
vaporize slowly thru the meshes, thus 
preventing the chilling effect of ra ­ 
pid evaporation. Two 
knitted gar­ 
ments 
or knitted 
cotton ones, be­ 
cause of their porosity and the in­ 
sulating air space between them, may 
be warmer than one heavy garmenta. 
It is as important to ventilate the 
skin as the lungs 
and to keep the 
pores open 
with freq uent bathing. 
Water, sunshine 
and fresh air are 
great cleansers. History tells us that 
during 
a 
Florentine celebration a 
child 
was varnished with gold. It 
soon sickened and died in its gilded 
cage. Clogged pores are dangerous. 
Men’s clothing is more irrational 
than women's. In some uniforms a 
man is almost hermetically sealed. 
The net-work of 
blood vessels in 
the feet may be compared to an uto 
radiator. 
If the feet are wet, the 
rapid 
evaporation 
chills the whole 
circulatory sy stem. So keep the feet 
dry . Elderly 
people 
and children 
are especially susceptible to 
cold. 
Bed-socks and artificial heat are bet­ 
ter than cold feet. Bare knees chill 
and do not harden y oungsters. 
Avoid colds by keeping warm and 
dry .
